As the great English banks will shortly

‘It is heartbreaking to see modern plant 
on which millions of pounds have been spent 
standing idle, but the Paper Control is 
operated in such a manner as to eliminate 
any incentive to modify and adapt plant for 
the production of other grades of paper pro- 
ducts, as licences to produce such grades 
would not be forthcoming.

Deaths from tuberculosis decreased from 
5,639 to 3,216, representing a mortality rate 
of 1.09 per 1,000, the lowest ever recorded 
in this country. 

The number of children examined under 
the school medical inspection schemes in- 
creased by 6,308 to 130,564. The chief 
defects found on examination were :—Dental, 
dá per cent.; tonsils and adenoids, 19 per 
cent.; defective vision and other eye 
defects, 13 per cent. The figures show an 
improvement on the preceding year. 


FREE MEALS 


The daily average of children getting free 
meals in schools was 29,321. In the special 
scheme for the Gaeltacht the number was 
15,758. The total cost for both was £49 529. 
With a State grant of £90,000, free milk was 
provided for 657,979 necessitous children 
under the age of five “years. 

Infant deaths decreased from 74 to 67 per 
1,000 births. The rate was highest in Water- 
ford and Dublin County Boroughs and 
lowest in Leitrim. ‘“‘ Very little progress has 
been made in reducing infant mortality in 
Dublin, where in a number of bad housing 
areas the toll of infant life is very heavy,” 
says the report. 

The maternal mortality rate per 1,000 
births was 4.1, compared with 3.6 in 1937 
and 4.7 in 1936. Deaths from puerperal sepsis 
were less than 1 per 1,000 births, the rate 
being 0.8, compared with 0.9 the previous 
year. Th: highest mortality from 
sepsis was in the Counties of estmeath 
(4.1) and Leitrim (2.6). No deaths from 
this cause were reported from the Cities’ of 
Cork or Limerick, and the Counties of Cavan, 
Clare, Laoighis, Limerick, Longford, Louth, 
Meath, Roscommon or Tipperary (S.R.).

HELPING THE BLIND 


Assistance to blind persons was granted by 
local authorities in their own homes to 2,486 
persons, and, in addition, 376 persons were 
maintained in institutions. The total expendi- 
ture was £42,018, to which the State con- 
tributed £7,466. : 

_The number of successful primary vaccina- 
tions was 31,717, or 55.7 per cent. of the total 
registered births, as against 54.3 per cent. in 
the previous year. ‘The increase marks a 
break in a decline which has been practically 
continuous since 1927, when the vaccinations 
were 90 per cent. of the births. - There was no 
case of smallpox. 

The number of persons in receipt of home 
assistance on 3lst March, 1939, was 81,070, 
as compared with 75,953 and 79,103 on the 
same dates in 1938 and 1937. 

The total expenditure of public assistance 
authorities was £2,081,373 in 1937-8, an 
increase of approximately £89,000. 


MOTOR TAX ACCOUNTS | 


The total amount lodged to the credit of 
local motor tax accounts in the financial year 
1938-59 was £1,162,478, being an increase of 
£49,387. Private cars accounted for 49 per 
cent. of the receipts. 

The Road Fund was credited on £1,162,000, 
and the total receipts of the fund was 
£1,171,060 and the total expenditure 
£1,086 ,870. 

The number of men employed through 
direct labour on road work by County and 
County Borough Councils averaged 19,103 per 
month, as compared with 19,118 in the pre- 
vious year. ) 

The expenditure on the upkeep of roads was 
£1,800,435. Of this £342,267 was recouped 
out of the grant. : 


HOUSING DETAILS 


Up to the end of the year 10,855 houses 
were ordered for demolition under the Act of 
1932. Of these, 8,433 houses occupied by 
10,841 families had been actually demolished. 
The revival of the building of labourers’ 
cottages by rural authorities has continued, 
2,867 being erected during the year. At the 
end of the year 2,376 cottages were in course 
of construction and the erection of 3,448 more 
had been authorised. 

The loans advanced up to the present under 
the Small Dwelling Acquisition Acts amount 
to £2,688,577. Eight local authorities were 
authorised during the year to borrow sums 
amounting to £74,580, to enable advances to 
be made under these Acts. 

Under the head of general administration 
it is stated that the sixteenth register of 
electors, which came into ‘operation in June, 
.1938, contained ‘the names of 1,770,422 Dail 
electors and _ 1,788,888 local government 
electors. The expenses incurred exclusive of 
printing, in the preparation of the register 
amounted to £42,385.

We had 
before us the case of a larger town, New- 
townards, in which a site was recently pur- 
chased at a cost of £2,070. This site, while 
not far from the centre of the town, is not 
even on a main thoroughfare; moreover, it 
has on it five occupied terrace houses which 
are to be demolished, and the acquisition of a 
site involving the demolition of dwelling- 
houses, is, in our view, highly undesirable. 
It is within the knowledge of members of the 
committee that on the outskirts of the town, 
within a few hundred yards of the site, there 
was recently built a fine public elementary 
school, the site of which cost, we were 
informed, only £450. We are unable to see 
why such a site as this would not be quite

IN POST

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A canvas bag containing 14lb. of onions 

is the most precious. package now lying in 
the lost letters and parcels section of the 
G.P.O., London. 
Posted very early, it should have reached 
its destination well before Christmas, but 
somehow it went astray and now awaits a 
claimant. If nobody comes for it, there 
should be heavy competition for the onions 
when they finally come to be sold. 

Postal traffic this Christmas was heavy, 

yet there was a surprisingly small number 
of lost letters and parcels. Between Decem- 
ber 16 and 24, 100,000 letters, 2,000 regis- 
tered letters, and nearly 7,000 parcels found 
their way to the lost section. -- There were 
also 6,000 loose articles which had either 
come unwrapped in the post or had been 
left in “ost offices. 
“These figures may seem large to the 
public,”’ said a G.P.O. official, “‘but they 
are not. when you consider that in a year we 
deal with 3,500,000 letters, 70,000 registered 
letters, 100,000 parcels, and 1.)9,000 loose 
articles, all of which come to us as ‘lost.’ ”’ 
One reason why there were fewer lost parcels 
this year is that people have followed the 
official advice to put their names and ad- 
dresses inside. The public also heeded the 
appeal not to send perishable goods through 
the post, and much less game and poultry 
reached the lost section. | 

The scarcity of good wrappimg paper ac- 
counted ‘for many parcels becoming undone. 
Others’ were “lost” because people to whom 
they were addressed had not given notice 
of new addresses on leaving bombed pre- 
mises.

SUNDAY CALM DISTURBED 


It was the quiet little village of Clon- 
dalkin, so well known for its paper mills, 
lying about five miles south-west of the City 
of Dublin, that had its Sunday afternoon so 
rudely shattered by the burst of anti- 
aircraft fire yesterday, and when an /rish 
Times reporter arrived some time later he 
found the place all excitement. The first 
consoling feature that emerged was that no 
bombs had been dropped, and that, though 


pieces of shrapnel fell in and around the 


village, no one was injured and no damage 
done—not even a pane of glass broken. 

Until they were roused by the clatter of 
the gunfire the people on the. streets and 
roads of Clondalkin had not taken any undue 
notice of the visiting ’plane, but when they 
heard the unusual noise of the guns they 
rushed to their doors to see what was happen- 
ing, and also to shepherd to shelter num- 
bers of children who, in their usual way, had 
been playing about the roads. The whole 
affair was over in a few minutes, but then 
it was found that pieces of the flying shrap- 
nel had fallen round and in the village. 
_ One piece had fallen with a great clatter- 
ing noise on the roof of the paper mills, 
but so far as could be seen from the ground 
no material damage had been caused. An- 
other. piece weighing a couple of ounces fell 
on the roof of the house occupied by Miss 
Nowlan, in Nangor road, near the mills. 
Here, too,+ no apparent damage was done. 
At the other side of the village, in her house 
in the Main street, Miss Elizabeth Gogarty 
was sitting when she heard what she thought 
was a knock. She went and opened the door 
to find a splinter of shell an inch and a half 
. - lying on the pathway side.

damage to person or property, but there was 
much speculation as to the identity of the 
‘plane.

Very little petrol was obtainable in Eire 
yesterday. Retailers, in most cases, were 
sold out before the Christmas holidays, and 
wholesalers had orders not to renew their 
supplies.

Already, indeed, milk distributors who rely 


on motor vehicles for making deliveries, have 
decided to cut.out the morning delivery and 
make one delivery about midday only. Where 
there are young children depending on a 
twice daily supply of fresh milk, the new 
arrangement is likely to cause difficulties. 


(Garage owners had already been advised 


officially not to accept January coupons 
before they became valid, and under the new 
harrangement no motor vehicle owner can 
exchange such coupons before the proper date. 


The official statement, published on Satur- 
day, stated that ‘‘owners of motor vehicles 
which are not taxea for the month of 
January, 1941, must surrender to the Depart- 
ment of Supplies any January coupons issued 
to them.

; A POWERFUL German raider was 


hit and another German ship, 
Baden (8,204 tons), probably its 
supply vessel, sunk by British naval 
units in a long-range engagement in 
North Atlantic on Christmas 
morning. 

The British Admiralty yesterday 
disclosed that the raider tried to 
attack a conyoy, but withdrew on 
realising that the ships were escorted. 
The escorting force gave chase, and 
one of their shells burst amidships 
on the raider. 3 

The Baden was intercepted during 
the pursuit, but set herself on fire 
and was sunk by one of the British 
warships. 


ADMIRALTY REPORT 


The Admiralty’ communiqué states :— 

“On the morning of Christmas Day a 
powerful enemy surface warship attempted to 
attack one of our convoys in the North At- 
lantic. One ship of the convoy was hit and 
received slight damage. The enemy withdrew 
at high speed as soon as he realised that the 
convoy was escorted. Our escorting force 
immediately gaye chase and was able to en- 
gage the enemy at long range. The visibility, 
which had been variable, decreased rapidly 
until it was reduced to half a mile. 

‘One shell was seen to burst amidships 
on the enemy, but it is not possible to state 
the extent of the further damage inflicted by 
our gunfire. 


‘*H.M.S. Berwick (Captain G. L. Warren, - 


R.N.), one of the escorting force, sustained 
slight damage and five casualties. She remains 
at sea as an effective unit of the fleet. The 
next-of-kin of casualties have been informed. 

‘During the pursuit of the enemy raider 
in low visibility the German s.s. Baden 
(8,204 tons) was intercepted, but immedi- 
ately set herself on fire and had to be .sunk 
by one of our warships. It is considered 


probable that the s.s. Baden was acting as. 


a supply ship for the German raider.”’ 


THE BERWICK 


H.M.S. Berwick, of the Kent class, is of 
10,000 tons and was the first post-1918 cruiser 
to be completed for the Royal Navy in 1927. 
Before the war she saw service on the China 
station and in the West Indies, and was re- 
constructed at a cost of £640,000 two years 
ago. She carries a seaplane. In action in 
November she was hit twice, but damage was 
slight. Six of the crew were killed. 

Her commander, Captain Warren, saw ser- 
vice in four destroyers in the last war, 
and survived the sinking of the. Verulam 
by a mine in the Baltic in 1919, when six 
out of cight officers at. dinner were killed. 


THE GERMAN SHIP 


The Baden, built in 1922, was owned by the 
Hamburg-Amerika Line and registered at 
Hamburg. In 1931 she.was shelled by a land 
fort as she attempted to leave Rio De Janeiro 
Harbour during a revolution, thirty-one deaths 
being caused aboard her. 

A court of inquiry at Hamburg found that, 
although the garrison of the fort were at 
fault, the captain of the Baden could not be 
exonerated from blame. 

The Brazilian Government apologised to 
Berlin for the ‘‘ misunderstanding ” which 
caused the trouble. 


RAIDER PROBABLY A 
CRUISER 


The raider was probably a German cruiser 
rather than a pocket battleship. 

H.M.S. Berwick, an eight-inch gun cruiser, 
with a speed of 314 knots, is faster than the 
pocket battleships, and would probably have 
been able to keep in touch with a ship of 
that . class, despite its heavier armament. 
Berwick’s speed is unlikely to have been sub- 
stantially reduced by her slight damage. 
Most of the German cruisers, however, have 


a speed of 32 knots, and it is quite likely that 


one of these vessels would have been able to 
scurry away. 

“NO DAMAGE,” 

SAY 
_ Yesterday’s German High Command com- 
muniqué stated :— 

‘‘German surface craft report a successful 
attack on a strongly guarded convoy in the 
North Atlantic. They succeeded in sinking 
a 6,000-ton ship by use of artillery and tor- 
pedo arms, and in severely damaging another 
ship. 

‘‘In a short engagement an enemy heavy 
cruiser, part of a strong escort force, received 
several heavy hits with shells, and was com- 


pelled to break off the engagement. Our own 
naval forces did not suffer any damage.

GERMANS SAY THEY ARE

The British submarine Seal, which the 
German News Agency claims has been com- 
pletely repaired and put in the service of the 
German Government under the German flag, 
was announced by the British Admiralty on 
May 21 as overdue and presumed lost. 

According to the German report, the Seal 
was captured after being mined off the 
Swedish coast and the entire crew taken 
prisoner. [$ was taken in tow by a mine- 
sweeper, and three weeks later the names of 
thirty-one survivors were broadcast as being 
prisoners of war. ) 

The Seal was completed at Chatham two 

ears ago, and was the last of the six mine- 
aying submarines of the Porpoise Class. She 
cost £430,862, and had a»speed of 15.75 knots 
on the surface and 8.75 knots submerged.

O’Grady had 
ridden another winner little over half an 
hour before—Joyeuse Garde, in the Shankill 
Selling Hurdle.

THE DILEMMA OF 
FRANCE 


The Times, in its leading article to-day, 
writes :—The latest news from Vichy sug- 
gests that strong pressure, for ends that can 
only be guessed, is once more being brought 
to bear on, Marshal Pétain from Berlin. Lack 
of authentic information has compelled the 
world to suspend judgment on recent happen- 
ings in France. The known facts, though 
dramatic, are few. Some ten days ago the 
Marshal, without explanation or warning, 
dismissed Laval from his Cabinet, and can- 
celled the decree nominating him as the 
eventual successor to the position of Chief 
of the State. The Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, though not the dignity of heir 
apparent, was bestowed on M. Flandin, and 
Laval was placed under arrest. A few 
days later, Abetz, expelled from Paris be- 
fore the war fo. his intrigues among French 
agg of the baser sort, and now Hit- 
ers principal diplomatic agent there, 
descended on Vichy. He was received by 
the Marshal and entertained to lunch. - As 
a result of this interview Laval was released 
and returned with Abetz to Paris, where his 
activities are unlikely to be inspired by any 
feeling’of good-will towards the Chief of the 
French State. | Meanwhile, the Cabinet in 
Vichy has been in constant session over the 

“week-end. 

Some points which were at first in doubt 

have been cleared up. It is now certain 


that Marshal Peétain acted on his 
own initiative and responsibility in 
getting rid of Laval. Berlin was 
not privy to the dismissal and was 


seriously disturbed by it. There is no 
foundation for the supposition put forward 
mm some quarters that Laval had been 
a for-a Latin bloc, and that ne 
failed because Mussolini’s deféats had thrown 
discredit on this policy, It may be true that 
Laval had Fascist rather than Nazi leanings, 
and had a deal with Mussolini over 
Abyssinia, but constancy in friendship is 
unlikely to have weighed with him, and in 
recent months his eyes have been fixed not on 
Rome, but on Berlin. Whatever were the 
schemes which brought. down on him the 
wrath of his Chief, and whether they were 
directed against the Marshal or not, they 
were certainly schemes which he hoped to 
realise. and could only realise, under the 
patronage of Hitler. ‘Their failure was not 
only a grave blow to the personal ambition 
of Laval, but a check to Hitler’s design for 
France. 

. The question which Hitler and Abetz have to 
answer, in their present dealings with France.is 
how far they can drive her along the path 
they have chosen without provoking un- 
welcome reactions. The things which Hitler 
now most wants from France are the 
Mediterranean ports, the remaining units of 
the French fleet, and, above all, bases in 
North Africa. These points were neglected 
in the Armistice because Mussolini was 
thought capable of taking care of the 
Mediterranean. His defeat has made them all 
the more essential, and Hitler is busy trying 
to. secure them under the guise of “ co- 
operation’’ with France. Laval was the instru- 
men: of this policy. 1t is a serious embarrass- 
meéi.c that this instrument has been severed 
by Marshal Petain’s decisive act. The June 
surrender has evidently not deprived the 
aged Marshal of his sense of ‘honour or of his 
native obstinacy. Both will have to be sur- 
mounted before he would consent either to 
reinstating Laval or to substitute for him 
someone equally ready to serve as Hitler's 
tool for the design on France. 

On the other hand, any attempt to dispense 

with Marshal Pétain altogether would be 
hazardous, No one else, except perhaps 
General Weygand, who is still less accept- 
able from the Nazi point of view, can main- 
tain a semblance of unity in France and hold 
the loyalty of North Africa to Vichy. 
‘ What Germany has most to fear is that 
any move against the Marshal or any overt 
violation of the Armistice would rally the 
North Africa colony, already encouraged by 
Mussolini’s defeat,’ to a belated resistance, 
and create in French Africa a solid bloc 
fighting side by side with Great Britain for 
the liberation of France.

‘RAIDERS CAME IN WAVES 


Up to dusk last night there had been a 
decrease in German week-end air activity 
over Britain. After the heavy onslaught 
of Friday ‘night London was without an alert 
day and night on Saturday, but there was a 
fairly heavy raid on the city last mght. 

Incendiary bombs were showered on and 
among business premises in one London area, 
following one of the earliest raid alerts in 
the Capital for some time. Civil defence 
workers quickly dashed out to deal with 
them, although high explosives were drop- 
ping around them. One fire bomb landed on 
an office window ledge, but it was rapidly 


extinguished with sand by steel-helmeted 
Wardens. Another fell on the roof of a 
church and burned. itself out in a few 


minutes, as did two others which droppea 
in the pregingts. The incendiaries were fol- 
fowed by mh explosive bombs, and as they 
fell people in the vicinity ran for shelter. 


SEVERE RAID 


In the early stages it was one of the most 
intensive night raids London has experienced. 
The pracedure was the same in all areas— 
showers of incendiaries, followed by high ex- 
plosives. Fire fighters worked magnificently, 
and thev were aided by scores of volunteets. 
The A.A. barrage was intense. 

Several districts in the London area 
Home Counties reported heavy bombing. One 
observer said; that the raiders were over “in 
droves.” While the Brigade was gallantly 
fighting a number of small fires started by 
the first raiders, another wave of enemy 
machines dropped more incendiary bombs.

The bomb landed outside a 
large hotel, and threw coping stones and 


chimney pots off the root. It is believed 
that one of these struck the constable. 
Eighty horses were killed when a high ex- 
plosive bomb fell on a brewery.

HUNDREDS HOMELESS IN 
SOUTH-WEST TOWN 


Damage caused during the intensive air- 
raid on the South-west of England town on 
Saturday night is more widespread than was 
at first feared. Hundreds of people are tem- 
porarily homeless, a large number of shops 
have been wrecked, and a number of houses 
are so badlv damaged as to be uninhabitable 
until repairs, already begun, can be com- 
pleted. The raid, though short, was the 
most severe of any of the 240 which the town 
has experienced. 

Hundreds of incendiaries dropped, 
followed by high explosives, some of heavy 
calibre, on widely separated residential areas. 
Smart work by spotters and other civilians 
prevented many of the incendiaries obtaining 
a hold, but at one time over twenty fires were 
raging. By midnight, however, all were 
under control. Considering the severity of 
the raid the casualties were comparatively 
few. Nine bodies were recovered from the 
debris of two houses yesterday, bringing the 
number of dead to ten. 


SIXTY SHOPS DAMAGED

By Our MILITARY CoRRESPONDENT. 
HEN the history of the 1940 fighting 
W comea to be written in the light of 
full knowledge of the facts, it will 
be interesting reading. Writing with our 
present very limited sources of information 
we can only set out a very rough and in- 
complete picture. Even so, it is clear that 
on the Allied side mistakes were made of 
the most amazing kind. Indeed, these mis- 
takes—at the time of their making—were 
such as to deceive completely the ordinary 
seeker after truth. One thought that the 
circumstances, surely, must be. different from 
what they seemed—otherwise the Allies would 
hardly have done such and_ such. The 
actions taken seemed so wrong that one felt 
there must be some deep-seated reason in- 
spiring them which eventually would explain 
and justify them. In point of fact, however, 
the explanation was much _ simpler—just 
common incompetence, nothing more than 
that. In view of this we have no standard 
by which to assess the capacity of the Ger- 
man leaders. Their tactics and technique 
showed a thorough grasp of the possibilities 
of modern technical progress as applied to 
warfare—and that in every department. Also, 
the Germans disposed of an ample, excellent 
and varied material with which to exper!- 
ment. Their plans of operation manifested 
nothing new in the more broad and general 
strategic sphere. There was nothing essen- 
tially different from the 1914-18 operational 
ideas—there was simply a new machinery, 
intelligently employed. 
At the same time, the Germans showed 
that they had learned by their mistakes of 
the former war. For instance, they realised 
from the commencement the vital value of 
the Danish and Norwegian coasts to give 


them the access to the open ocean 
that formerly they lacked. And, after 
the May  break-through,- they wheeled 


up against the Channel ports ’’—instead - of 
trying a. third ‘‘ Marne-Schlacht,’’ which 
might well have heen no more successful 
than either of the former two. They aimed. 
in fact ‘to fight the British Navy on Jand’’ 
—as Bernhardi wrote nearly thirty years 
ago—and as his adversaries should have re- 
membered. 


NO STRATEGY 


As for the Allies, renunciation of the in- 
itiative “was the cardinal feature of their 
strategy—if, indeed, we can justly describe 
as ‘‘strategy’’ what was the very negation 
thereof. Blockade and the Maginot Line 
were the two trump cards of Britain and 
France respectively, but neither of these 
formidable weapons was actively used in any 
way, No effort was made to mine the 
Baltic, for example. Nor was the Sarre in- 
dustrial region ever subjected to such a 
shelling as would have made it useless as a 
centre of production. No attempt, in short, 
was made to bind the independent will-power 
of the enemy. Germany, on the contrary, 
turned the unexpected respite to the best 
account, got going early in April, and had 
knocked France out of the war by the end of 
June. : 

France, it must be realised, is the only 
one of the belligerent States to go entirely 
out of the war—officially. Poland, Norway,

Slovakia has even come into the fight, 
despite the events of 1938. The cumu- 
lative effect. of this policy, while 
limited in its influence, is by no 


means negligible. The occupied territories 
of these various peoples constitute so many 
potential centres of discontent which any real 
weakening of the German power would render 
active. Consequently, Germany must continue 
to maintain a far-flung system of armies of 
occupation, thus shborbing a very consider- 
able proportion of her total effectives—at 
least as far as second-line troops are concerned. 


THE FRENCH DEFEAT 


The elimination of France resulted in such 
a gain to Germany. that many competent 
judges regarded the war as won by her six 
months ago. In effect, she has not, in the 
military sense, made any further advance 
since then Concentrating all the resources 
of a suitable nature she possessed for use 
one Britain, she proceeded to deal a series 
of heavy blows—and continues to do so. In- 
tensive air-raiding and intensive ‘commerce- 
raiding were the two means to hand, and these 
were utilised in as full a manner as was pose 
sible. It is, however, of the essence of raids 
of any kind to be intermittent. If once they 
can become continuous they cease to be raids, 
and become, for all practical purposes, 
occupation. 


BRITAIN STRONGER 


In Britain this did not happen. Despite 
the punishment received, it proved possible to 
stand off all the blows, to replenish the 
astounding losses of material incurred on the 
Continent, and to build up the armies at a 
steadily-increasing rate. The new troops were 
steadily trained, and that on practical and 
mtelligent lines. Mistakes were regarded in 
the proper light—as things not to let happen 
again. Concurrently the technical and 
specialised arms were developed. _ Britain, 
to-day, is militarily altogether stronger than 
six months ago. Even allowing for intensi- 
fied effort on the part of the Germans, it is 
certain that an invading army would to-day 
have’ to reckon with opposition of aw 
altogether more formidable character. 

The special conditions which enabled the 
Germans to achieve their remarkable victories 
on the Continent did not obtain in the case 
of Britain. Tanks could not operate at all; 
air fleets could not secure undisputed—nor 
even marked—superiority; the resources did 
not exist on .an adequate scale for aerial 
invasion. Indeed, it is quite possible that 
Germany’s success over the others surprised 
her own leaders by its very speed and com- 
pleteness. It may be that they found Britain 
suddenly ‘‘attackable,”’ while as yet the 
means to their hand were inadequate for the 
purpose. - Accordingly, it became a question 
of “taking, the ball on the hop” and 
launching the best attack possible at the 
time. And, since the attack on Britain was 
launched—under whatever conditions—there 
can obviously be no question of easing up in 


it during the opening months of 1941. 
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‘COLONEL THE HON. D. 
BINGHAM, D.8.0. ' 


The death took place at Cirencester yester- 
day of Colonel the Hon. Denis Yulverton 
Bingham, D.S.0., at the age of 60. Colonel 
Bingham was the second son of the 5th 
Baron Clanmorris and brother of the present 
holder of the title. He was educated at 
Harrow and the Royal Military College, 
Sandhurst, receiving his commission in the 
15th Hussars in 1900. During the war of 
1914-1918 he fought in France and Belgium 
with the Hussars, the Machine-Gun Corps 
and the Tank Corps. Colonel Bingham was 
mentioned in despatches and received the 
D.S8.O. in 1918. From 1923 to 1926 he com- 
manded the 15th-19th Hussars. He is 
survived by his widow and one daughter. 


MR. DAVID H. CLEMENTS 


The death took place at his residence, 
Dublin road, Omagh, County Tyrone, yester- 
day of Mr. David H. Clements, J.P., at the 
age of ninety-one years. At the time of his 
death he was Chairman of the Omagh Urban 
Council, member of the County Tyrone 
Hospital Commfttee, and of the Education 


Tyrone Farming Society. He was himself a 
well-known egg: exporter. For upwards of 
sixty years. he had been connected with the 
public life of the town, and he took a pro- 
minent part in the promotion of improvement 
schemes, He was Senior Elder of the First 
Omagh Presbyterian Church, and in that 
church yesterday the Rev. W. J. McConnell, 
B.A., paid graceful tribute to his memory.

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ELECTIONS PROVE 
NATIONAL UNITY 


| + 

As the cables have already reported, the 
general elections in Sweden for representation 
to the Second Chamber of the Riksdag became 
a victory for the largest party in the country, 
tha Social-Democrats. The election, however, 
also became a striking manifestation of con- 
fidence by the whole Swedish people in the 
policy pursued by the present Coalition 
Cabinet and the Parliament during the pre- 
vailing international crisis. 

According to the preliminary: count, about 
96 per cent. of the wotes were cast in favour 
of the country’s four large parties, which 
jointly formed the existmg Cabinet in 
December, 1939. In the new Chamber about 
99 per cent. of the representatives will consist 
of adherents to the Government parties. 

The Social-Democrats won 19 further seats, 
and now hold 134 out of the 230 seats in the 
Second Chamber of the Riksdag. The three 
other large parties, the Conservatives, the 
Liberals and the Agrarian Party, had to regis- 
ter some losses, and occupy at present 42, 
25 and 28 seats, respectively. The Communists 
went back from 5 to 3 seats, and the National 
Socialist group, which had no representative 
in the Riksdag before, had not put up any 
candidate of their own at all. 

During the election campaign all trends of 
opinion have been, as always, at complete 
liberty to put forward their points of view. 
Even the few extreme groups were able, 
under the protection of Sweden’s free form of 
government, to carry on their propagandist 
activities. The result of their efforts was, 
however, very meagre; they gathered only 
about 100,000 votes out of the 3,000,000 cast. 

No sharp rivalising propaganda fight took 
place between the great parties, who all 
gathered their electors round the same main 
point—the maintenance of a free and united 
Sweden, ‘The elections,” writes the 
Social-Demokraten, the leading organ of the 
Social-Democratic Party in Sweden, “‘have, on 
the whole, fully justified the hopes that had 
been entertained for a mighty manifestation 
of the Swedish people’s will 40 unity and self- 
determination.

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BACK ON THE 
WAR IN 1940 


GERMANY’S VICTORIES LEAVE 
BRITAIN STRONGER . 
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JAPAN’S NATIONAL 
INSTRUMENT 
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INTRODUCED FROM 
SOUTH CHINA 


—— 
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HE Samisen|is to Japan what, the guitar 
is to Spain, writes Vincent Canzoneri 
in The Journal of The Nippon, Hoso 

Kyokai. This instrument is about as 
common here as the kimono worn by the men 
and women. It is used in almost every walk 
and phase of Japanese life, with the only 
important exception of religion. It figures 
prominently in all the dramatic works except 
those of the Noh theatre. The professional 
entertainers, the Geisha, employ the Samisen 
for the accompaniment of their songs and 
dances at dinner parties. Young ladies in 
the homes learn to play it as an almost in- 
dispensable social accomplishment. At night 
one hears it played by strolling minstrels who 
wander in and out of the small eating places 
singing popular songs and short excerpts 
from the more familiar Kabuki dramas. On 
rare occasions, and only by invitation, you 
may hear the Samisen in an ensemble with 
the Koto (a thirteen stringed harp), the 
Shakuhachi (a bamboo flute), and the Kokyu 
(a bowed lute), played at concerts given by 
musical societies. And in rural districts it is 
heard in more rustic accompaniments of folk 
songs and dances. | 


LIKE THE VIOLIN 


However, references to the Samisen as the 
Japanese guitar or banjo are quite mislead- 
ing. True, the Samisen and the banjo are 
both covered with skins, but here the 
similarity ends. Both Western instruments 
guide the player by means of frets, whereas 
the Samisen’s fingerboard is more like that 
of the violin. 

There exist several types of Samisen, 
differing mostly in size and weight, but all 
consisting of a drum-like body and a long, 
slender neck. The wooden frame of the body 
is about 8” x 7” x 3.5”, Over this on both 
sides is stretched cat skin. The neck ia 
about an inch wide and about two and a 
half feet long. Attached to it is a peg box, 
from which three long, slender pegs jut out 
characteristically over these pegs, silk 
strings are wound that pass over a low 
bridge, and are caught by a tail-piece made 
of wound silk. 

The player holds the Samisen on his right 
knee as he kneels on the matted floor, and 
strikes the strings with a large ivory 
plectrum called a ‘‘ bachi.’”” The bachi is 
somewhat triangularly shaped, having a 
length of 84 inches. One of its ends is bend 
an inch square, and from this point it tapers 
down to an edge 4} inches wide. The strings 
are plucked by one of the points of this edge. 

The Bach of the Nagauta Samisen comes 
to a fine and almost flexible edge. In playing 
this type of Samisen, the point of the Bachi 
is first struck in chopping strokes against the 
tight cat-skin, resulting in a cracking per- 
cussive sound. Then, in a quick motion the 
point is drawn against the desired string 
which releases it with a snap, producing the 
pitched tone. The pitched sound and the 
percussion one blend into a composite quality 
of sound that is usually not pleasing to the 
uninitiated, but is highly gratifying to the 
Japanese. 


NAGAUTA AND GIDAYU 


The Nagauta Samisen is used to accompany 
Nagauta (long-song) compositions of the 
popular Kabuki drama, and for the Kouta 
(short-song), sung chiefly by the Geisha. A 
somewhat larger instrument of the same type 
described is used to accOmpany the puppet 
dramas. The bachi used to play this instru- 
ment comes to a more blunt edge than the 
above and it does not contact the cat-skin for 
percussive effects. The quality of tone is 
more sonorous and less brittle than the 
Nagauta Samisen. This instrument, for the 
puppets is called the Gidayu Samisen, taking 
|its name from the person credited with its 
early development. There are other Samisen, 
but all of them areathe same as or slight 
modifications of the Nagauta and Gidayu 
Samisens. 

The Samisen was not indigenous to this 
country. It was probably evolved from 
various, prototypes of the lute somewhere in 
Southern China, where it still can be heard. 
When China colonised the small Rvyuxvu 
Islands in the East China Sea in 1932, the 
Samisen, then covered with snake-skin, was 
brought over with-the settlers. In the middle 
of the 17th century, when the popular theatre 
was first coming into existence, the Samisen 
made its way to this country, and has been 
associated with dramatic arts ever since. 

Of course, in the hands of the Japanese 
the instrument necessarily underwent some 
modifications and additions. Large snakes 
are rare here, so they had to resort to other 
animal skins. The cat produces the skin 
most desirable, but in cheaper instruments 
dog skin is used. Moreover, the plectrums 
used on the instruments found in the Ryukya 
Islands and in China are similar in shape 
and size to the small picks used on the 
mandolin. The Japanese Bachi is probably 
a modification of the large plectrum used on 
the “Biwa,” a big wooden lute that was 
well established in usage when the Samisen 
came to Japan. 

The Samisen has three principal tunings 
and several others not in common use. The 
reason for this variety is to allow the use 
of the ‘‘open string ” as much as possible. 
This is contrary to the technique of the 
viclin and the ’cello; where the open string 
is avoided in order to insure the uniformity 
of the vibrato quality of tone. 


THE ACCOMPANIMENTS 


The accompaniments of the Samisen are by 
no means chordal like the guitar; in fact, it 
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is rare when more than one string is struck 
at the same time. The music of the Samisen 
is very rhythmic, and in some passages it 
uses contrapuntal devices against the melody 
of the voice. It takes virtuoso skill to play 
some of the interludes designed for the dis- 
play of the Samisen alone. In such passages 
the player indulges in alternate left-hand 
pizzicato notes, with notes produced by the 
plectrum, such as one hears in the music of 
Paganini. There are also other embellish- 
ments, such ag up strokes with the plectrum 
and peculiar slides of the left-hand fingers on

A GREAT POWER IN 
COMMERCE 


SCANDINAVIA AS A TRADE 
MARKET 
Many countries have undoubtedly not 


formed a fully clear conception of the big 
and valuable: market to which there has been 
free access in the Northern countries, says a 
recent article in the Stockholm paper, 
Ajftonbladet. There has been a tendency to 
be far too greatly obsessed with population 
figures, which is misleading; for, although 
the four Northern countries — Sweden, 
Denmark, Finland and Norway-—represent 
only 0.7 per cent. of the world’s total popu- 
lation, they constitute a great power in the 
sphere of commerce. 

Of all the countries in the world only 
England, the U.S.A., Germany and France 
have been able to display a greater absolute 
figure of import values than the combined 
Northern countries. In other words, the 
Northern countries have formed the fifth 
largest market in the world. Imports to 
these countries represented 5.3 per cent. of 
the world’s total import trade, or about eight 
times as much as the population proportion. 
Expressed in per capita terms, the import 
values of the Northern countries in 1936 
amounted to 241 kronor (£14) per inhabitant, 
a figure only exceeded by England with 304 
kronor (£18). The other countries came far 
behind, France with 131 kronor (£8) and 
Germany with 92 kronor (£5 10s.) per in- 
habitant. 


As suppliers of goods to the Nogjhern mar- 
ket, Germany, England and the U.S.A. have 
a completely dominant position. Together 


they account for more than 60 per cent. of 
the entire imports, it is emphasised. 

The relative fewness of the Northern 
Countries’ natural resources has led to a 
rather one-sidéd alignment of large-scale pro- 
duction in those lands. They produce wares 
which they are well suited to make, and have 
imported goods which can be produced better 
and cheaper elsewhere. The economic life of 
the Northern Countries possesses a certain 
capacity for adjustment, of course, the article 
further says, but their great dependence on 
the export trade remains. If their facilities 
to send goods to other countries are dimi- 
nished, through some cause or another, the 
sales prospects for foreign goods in the 
Northern market are consequently damaged.

A NEW LIGHT ON ITS 
CAUSES 


RESULTS FROM SWEDISH 
RESEARCHES

REPORT recently issued by the 
Swedish State Bacteriological Labora- 
tory on research work in respect of 
infantile paralysis and its causes, carried on 
at the laboratory, indicates that several im- 
portant discoveries have been made which 
may ‘be of great value in the fighting of 
the disease. For instance, the virus of 
infantile paralysis has for the first time in 
Sweden been eaeaned in sewer water, and 
it has also been found in food. | 
Knowledge as to the separation of the virus 
through the intestinal canal during the acute 
stage of the disease has been considerably 
increased as a result of the laboratory's 
investigtions in the course of the infantile 
aralysis epidemic in Stockholm last autumn. 
y employing the very latest research 
methods it has been possible to isolate the 
virus irom the bowel ejections of typical! 
cases in the earliest stages in such a high 
degree that the separation of the virus 
through the bowels can be said to be a ccn- 
stant phenomenon. 


INDIRECTLY CONVEYED 


In principle this puts infantile paralysis on 
the same plane as certain bacterial intestinal 
illnesses whose dissemination methods are 
known, such as typhus, paratyphus, dysentery 
and cholera. From the many observations 
performed by the laboratory regarding the 
epidemiology of infantile paralysis, it, there- 
fore, seems legitimate to assume that the 
disease ts chiefly conveyed by indirect ways— 
e.g., by virus-infected water, food, etc. This 
does not exclude the. possibility of the virus 
being transferred direct from a sick person 
to another, but such an occurrence belongs to 
the rare exceptions. 

The laboratory has ascertained that sewer 
water can be a virus-carrier during an 
epidemic period, and that the virus can keep 


itself alive in this environment for a long 
time. This substantiates experimental ol)ser- 
vations made by American researchists 
shortly. The laboratory also found the virus 
last year in the well on a farm in a locality 
where infantile paralysis was occurring, and 


similar discoveries have since been made else 
where. The virus was thus discovered in a 
bathing pool, which was fed with water from 
a forest stream in the neighbourhood, Man, 
children bathed in the pool, but fortunate!v 
only one of them, a nine-year-old boy, was 
stricken by the disease. Investigations carried 
out by the laboratory show that it is also 
possible for foodstuffs to be bearers of the 
virus under unfavourable circumstances. 
Professor Carl Kling, the head of the 
laboratory, points out that. the methods of 
ascertaining the existence of infantile 
yaralysis: virus in research material of dif- 
ferent kinds are circumstantial, time-consum- 
ing and expensive. Researchists have to relv 
upon experiments on animals, and at present 
there is only one usable type of animal—the 
ape, but trials are also being made with 
cotton rats, of which a number recently have 
been received from America. He also declares 
that observations made by American scien- 
tists are of extraordinary interest to infantile 
paralysis research, for which they seem to 
open fresh avenues. It is, therefore, of ex- 
treme importance that their observations 


the Swedish State Bacteriological Laboratory 
has for some months been in a position to do 


this. 
STILL UNSOLVED 


The Swedish professor finally declares that, 
although some dark aspects of the epide- 
miology of infantile ‘paralysis have been 
illuminated by the experimental research of 
recent years, there still remains a series of 
unsolved problems for science to tackle.

BELFAST, Saturday. 


Mr. H. A. Macauley, president of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, at the 
annual Northern conference here to-day, paid 
tribute to the late Lord Craigavon, and 
welcomed Mr. J. M. Andrews as his successor 
in the Premiership. 

He said that although it entailed hardship 
on teachers to submit to a deduction from» 
salary of 8 per cent. for pension premium 
purposes he would appeal to those who had 
decided to opt out of the scheme to re- 
consider their decision. He expressed on 
behalf of the teachers of Northern Ireland 
their deep appreciation of those managerial 
bodies that had signified their willingness to 
co-operate in the working of a panel scheme, 
and that were assisting them to prevail upon 
the Ministry of Education to inaugurate such 
a scheme. 

A resolution in favour of the effort to 
secure such a panel system was carried by 
the conference, and Mr. Martin, Newry, said 
that the scheme. had worked successfully in 
Eire for some years. It had prevented worry 
and anxiety to many teachers, because a 
teacher there could not be dismissed from his 
position owing to the decline in average 
attendance until another position had been 
found for him. 

A resolution urging the Government to 
grant a bonus to meet in some degree the 
sharp rise in the cost of living and in taxa- 
tion was passed unarimously. i 

“Beggarly'” and “miserly” were the de- 
gcriptions applied to the salaries paid to un- 
trained teachers, when a resolution from the 
Belfast branch was passed asking that the 
maximum salaries of untrained teachers who 
had been appointed subsequent to April 1st, 
1905, and who were rendering efficient service, 
and also’ the salaries of junior assistant 
mistresses, should be substantially increased. 

The conference also adopted a resolution 
reiterating their demand that pupils in public 
elementary schools be supplied with all neces- 
sary books and requisites free of charge. 
Another resolution which was carried declared 
that the compulsory teaching of algebra and 
geometry in three-teacher schools constitutes 
a real hardship and is educationally unsound. 


INCREASE IN AIR TRAVEL

The demand for accommodation on the Air 
Service operating between Dublin and Man- 
chester this Christmas was considerably 
greater than that of last vear. necessitatin 
the operation of extra services since the 16t 
December. For the week ended 24th inst. 
a total of 392 passengers were carried, which 
constitutes a new record, being 129 more 


than last year’s total for the same period ; 


which was in itself a record. 

The greatest number of passengers ever 
carricd in any one day by air between Great 
Britain and Eire was reached on Friday, 
20th inst., when 87 persons flew home ‘for 
Christmas.

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THE ART OF HURLING 


Past and Present Play 
Compared ' 


By PAT’O. 


Ireland final at Croke Park (then 

known as Jones Road Suburban 
Grounds), I have seen all finals since then. 
In a score of ways the game of hurling has 
advanced out of all knowledge. Punctuality, 
decorum, control, equipment—all are in 
efficient contrast to the free and easy 
methods of the nineties. Whether the science 
of the game and the individual skill of the 
players have advanced is quite another 
matter. 
Hurling is an art that must be learnt 
young. In many Irish parishes—through 
Tipperary, Kilkenny, Cork, Limerick in par- 
ticular—children are swinging their “‘ wee ”’ 
hurleys so soon as they -are able to walk— 
often the stick and ball helps their first 
steps under parental control. This is no 
exaggeration. Hurling is as natural to such 
youths as riding cycles is to city children, 
who will tell you they do not remember 
learning to ride a bike. 
Boys born in parishes with hurling 
tradition may be said to be born hurlers. 
Their swing is smooth, easy and carefree; 
they can hit with equal freedom off left and 
right hands; they double, block, parry, 
tackle, hook, drive, drop and cut a ball with 
instinctive grace. They know when to charge 
and side-slap by instinct: Taught in the hard 
school of early experience, they do the right 
thing on the field without thought, often 
seeing three moves ahead. We call them 
“born ’’ hurlers. 

Without doubt, the Tubberadora, Black- 
rock, Tulla, Tullaroan, Mooncoim, Dun- 
gourney, St. Finnbarr’s, Kinfinane, or Castle- 
bridge had command of ash forty years ago, 
equal, if not superior, to’ our crack hurlers of 


Fe years ago 1 saw my first. All- 


f -day. 


HANDLING IGNORED 


The ball was heavier then and the hurleys 
carried far more timber. But the old players 


hit the ground ball truer and wit far 


greater power before the present vogue of 
* pick and palm’’ became popular. Holding 
their ash in balanced grip with the strong 
and on top, the old hurlers rather ignored 
the handling of the ball—in many training 
fields handling was the sure sign of lack of 
skill. Nowadays the man that wins the 


‘biggest applause of the multitude gets nose 


of hurl to slip the ball into his left palm. 
He turns quickly once or twice (often 
thrice) to slip an opponent before sending the 
ball soaring goalwards. Ten chances to one, 
that player cannot drive a good ground ball 
off his left hand 

Maurice Scanlan, of Tubberadora, playing 
for Dublin grocers in 1900, had the greatest 
ball control of any forward in my exper!- 
ence. James Kelleher, of Dungourney, Co. 
Cork, and Pat (Fox) Maher, of Tullaroan, 
had an artistry in defence that has never 
been surpassed. No post was safe from 
Maurice Scanlan from 70 yards’ range off 
left or right hands. I saw him hit the cross- 
bar three times in one last quarter with 
deadly shots of rifle accuracy from long 
range. 


MORE BALL PRACTICE 


The fact is that the older generation ol 
hurlers had more time for ball practice. 
Time moved slowly then. One hurler, a 
master of his craft thirty years ago, told me 
that he practised four hours per day in every 
fine day throughout the years of his youth. 


me time. : 
ristwork enters largely into good hurling. 
Watching some young Blackroek Ahern, 
pass on their strand at Leeside I learnt 
hat they played between tides year in, year 
out—often four hours at a stretch; and their

HARD HITTING 


Jack Grace, of ‘Tullaroan. hurling for 
Dublin Commercials and Kickhams, would 
race into a Jones’s road ball in 1904. and 
drive it' 110 yards over the far line from his 
own defence. Tom Semple, of Thurles, would 
drive a half-way line ball and hit the Railway 
wall high beyond the posts. Jim Gleeson, 
of Tipperary and Dublin, drove into a 
dropping ball on his own line and the ball 
finished over-the dead line at the other end. 


Two skilled ashmen would race out on a 


ground ball travelling fast, and pull simul- 
taneously. to burst the ball between power- 
ful blades. In the 1926-7 Railway Cup final 
the ball passed from goal to goal half a dozen 
times without touching earth or players’ 
hands. i 
Outstanding finals of 1907, 1912 and 1931— 
all played between Cork and Kilkenny—were 
beautiful exhibitions of scientific hurling— 
overhead and on the sod, doubling, tackling, 
driving, shooting at lightning pace, spectators 
found it hard to follow the flight of the bal! 
from goal to goal. Recent finals. saw more 
of the ' pick and palm ” game introduced. 
Very spectacular and neat, to look at, but not 
so sound or skilful as the byegone game, 
where true, sweet hitting was the order, with 
@ minimum of handball. One of the best 
exhibitions of hurling I have seen was when 
our select twelve played the Highland Shinty- 
men at Tailteann. Handling was prohibited.
